The Bureau of Prisons 
Execution Protocol provides adequate access to outside individuals, consistent with the efficient 
administration of sentences of death, including applicable security concerns. Further, the lethal 
injection procedures referenced in the Protocol will be carried out in a humane manner by 
appropriately trained and qualified personnel. The procedures will not cause unnecessary pain 
and suffering. 

This method of execution has been challenged in the courts. To date, no federal court has ruled 
that our method of execution constitutes cruel and unusual punishment. This response is 
provided for informational purposes only.
